. STAGE, $300 ROBBERY. 


. By Saturday night the situation was 


fairly well. in hand, ‘with the provost 
guard patrolling the streets and ar- 
resting all men without. passes.. Sol- 
diers had gone to West .Branch, Fred- 
eric: and other towns, -however, and 
disturbances were had’ at those points. 
Friday night’s orgy. at Frederic has 
pfoved to. be more serions than at first 
reported, as. Sheriff Cody's investiga- 
tion has. disclosed. that the men who 
wrecked the ‘disorderly house ‘there, 
stole-a cash: box..containing .$300 and 
land: deeds, as’ well-as demolishing the 
furniture and stealing ‘considerable 
clothing, jewelry and . other’ articles.

Distance ‘seemed to cut, no’ figure,
